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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's response filed 7/1 9/05 has been received. The previous examiner 
indicated applicant's claims are unduly broad with respect to what is known, or 
collectively taught, in the prior art. This examiner maintains that position. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: applicants 
should amend the beginning of the specification to indicate the copending applications, 
now that the serial numbers of the files are known. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-19,34-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1the phrase "generating a U-turn in response determining" is 
unclear. Also on the last line "the U-turn signal" lacks antecedent basis. 
Claim 18 line 1 "25" is unclear. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

7. Claims 1-6,20,21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the U.S. publication to Wessman '61 6 in view of Ritz et aL 

Regarding claims 1,20 Wessman discloses a steering control device comprising 
a steering transmitting device and a sensor 5 "arranged to detect at least one parameter 
relating to a condition of the steering actuator and generate a signal indicative of the 
condition..." This publication goes on to disclose a method to reduce the turning radius 
of the vehicle by braking. See claim 1 . 

Lacking in Wessman are the specific terminology of brake steering. 

Ritz et al. Is relied upon to provide a better explanation that this is in fact occuring 
in Wessman. Please see columns 1 and 2 and column 6 lines 47-63 (of the patent 
'394— for reference). 
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It would have been obvious to have applied the teachings of Ritz et al. to that of 
Wessman for safety considerations when the vehicle corners or when the vehicle is in 
the state of vehicle stability control, i.e. for increased safety. 

Regarding claims 1-6,21 as broadly claimed, these requirements are fairly 
suggested by the references above and what is notoriously well known in the art. 
8. Claims 7-19,22-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Wessman '616 in view of Ritz et al. as applied to claim 6 above, and further in view 
of Yamawaki et al. '1 13 or Nishizaki et al. '215 or Shinmura et al. '975 or the U.S. 
publication to Zheng et al. '847 or Harara et al. '019. 

Regarding claims 7-19,22-47, as broadly claimed by applicants, these limitations 
are well known in the art and are fairly suggested by Yamawaki et al. '1 13 or Nishizaki 
et al. '215 or Shinmura et al. '975 or Zheng et al. '847 or Harara et al. '019. 

To have applied the teachings of the modifying references above to Wessman 
'616, as modified by Ritz et al., would have been obvious to the ordinary skilled worker 
in the art to offer improved operator steering feel and an improved vehicle stability 
control system. 

For instance the limitation of a "boost curve" is not given much patentable weight 
since this merely amounts to an obvious alternative equivalent of using steering "target", 
"threshold", or "limit" values to in turn adjust the amount of brake steer. 
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Conclusion
